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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

A substitute specification is required pursuant to 37 CFR 1.125(a) because the font size 
of the specification is too small and cannot be easily read. See MPEP 608.01 concerning 
appropriate font sizes and styles. 

A substitute specification must not contain new matter. The substitute specification must 
be submitted with markings showing all the changes relative to the immediate prior version of 
the specification of record. The text of any added subject matter must be shown by underlining 
the added text. The text of any deleted matter must be shown by strike-through except that 
double brackets placed before and after the deleted characters may be used to show deletion of 
five or fewer consecutive characters. The text of any deleted subject matter must be shown by 
being placed within double brackets if strike-through cannot be easily perceived. An 
accompanying clean version (without markings) and a statement that the substitute specification 
contains no new matter must also be supplied. Numbering the paragraphs of the specification of 
record is not considered a change that must be shown.

Group VI, claim(s) 16-17 (in part), drawn to a method of treating an immune disorder with a 
polypeptide. 

Group VII, claim(s) 16-17 (in part), drawn to a method of treating an immune disorder with an 
agonist. 

Group VIII, claim(s) 16-17 (in part), drawn to a method of treating an immune disorder with an 
antagonist. 

Group IX, claim(s) 16-17 (in part), drawn to a method of treating an immune disorder with an 
antibody. 

Group X, claim(s) 18, drawn to a method for determining the presence of a polypeptide. 

Group XI, claim(s) 19, drawn to a method of diagnosing an immune related disease by detecting 
a level of expression. 

Group XII, claim(s) 20, drawn to a method of diagnosing an immune related disease using an 
antibody. 

Group XIII, claim(s) 21, drawn to a method of identifying a compound that inhibits by 
determining lack of responsiveness. 

Group XIV, claim(s) 22-23, drawn to a method of identifying a compound that inhibits by 
determining lack of expression of a gene. 

Group XV, claim(s) 24, drawn to a method of identifying a compound that mimics activity. 

Group XVI, claim(s) 25, drawn to a method of stimulating the immune response in a mammal. 

Group XVII, claim(s) 26, drawn to a method of diagnosing an inflammatory immune response in 
a mammal. 

Group XVIII, claim(s) 27, drawn to a method of differentiating monocytes. 
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Claims 12-15 are directed to multiple distinct products and will only be examined with 
respect to the invention elected. 

Claims 16-17 are directed to multiple distinct methods and will only be examined with 
respect to the invention elected. 

Sequence Election Requirement Applicable to All Groups 

In addition, each Group detailed above reads on patentably distinct SEQ ID Numbers. 
Each sequence is patentably distinct because they are structurally unrelated sequences, and a 
further restriction is applied to each Group. Applicant must further elect a single SEQ ID 
Number that lists or encodes an amino acid sequence or that lists a nucleotide sequence (See 
MPEP 803.04). 

Applicant is advised that examination will be restricted to only the elected SEQ ID NO. and 
should not to be construed as a species election. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-XVIII do not relate to a single general inventive 

concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 

corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Group I is directed to a single 

general inventive concept including a first appearing product and first appearing method of using 

the product. PCT Rule 13 does not provide for multiple products and methods. The remaining 

groups are directed to products with different structures and functions as well as methods that do 

not use the product of Group I. These additional methods use different starting materials, have 

different method steps, and/or have different goals. Each of SEQ ID NOS: 1-2517 is directed to 
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a structurally distinct product. There is no evidence of record of any common structural feature 
for these sequences. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and 
specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election shall be treated 
as an election without traverse. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the 
inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In 
either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the 
evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. Where 
applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are subsequently found 
allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of 
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the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder. All claims directed to a nonelected 
process invention must require all the limitations of an allowable product claim for that process 
invention to be rejoined. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product claims and 
the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process claims will be fully 
examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. Thus, to be allowable, the rejoined 
claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 
103 and 112. Until all claims to the elected product are found allowable, an otherwise proper 
restriction requirement between product claims and process claims may be maintained. 
Withdrawn process claims that are not commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim 
will not be rejoined. See MPEP § 821.04(b). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder 
in accordance with the above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be 
amended during prosecution to require the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so 
may result in a loss of the right to rejoinder. Further, note that the prohibition against double 
patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply where the restriction requirement is 
withdrawn by the examiner before the patent issues. See MPEP § 804.01 . 

Effective November 1, 2007, if applicant wishes to present more than 5 independent 
claims or more than 25 total claims in an application, applicant will be required to file an 
examination support document (ESD) in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .265 before the first Office 
action on the merits (hereafter "5/25 claim threshold").

In response to the restriction requirement set forth in this Office action, applicant is 
required to file an election responsive to the restriction requirement. Applicant may not file a 
suggested restriction requirement (SRR) in lieu of an election responsive to the restriction 
requirement as a reply. A SRR alone will not be considered a bona-fide reply to this Office 
action. 

If applicant elects an invention that is drawn to no more than 5 independent claims and no 
more than 25 total claims, applicant will not be required to file an ESD in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 .265 that covers each of the elected claims. If the elected invention is drawn to more than 
5 independent claims or more than 25 total claims, applicant may file an amendment canceling a 
number of elected claims so that the elected invention would be drawn to no more than 5 
independent claims and no more than 25 total claims. 

If the restriction requirement is mailed on or after November 1 , 2007, applicant is also 
required to file an ESD in compliance with 37 CFR 1.265 that covers each of the elected claims, 
unless the elected invention is drawn to no more than 5 independent claims and no more than 25 
total claims taking into account any amendment to the claims.
